For  the  first  time  a joint  alumnae 
award  is  being  bestowed  upon  sisters.

To  the  late  Dr.  Silas  Johnson  Wes- 
leyan we  must  be  forever  grateful  for 
the  many  fine  things  he  accomplished 
for  the  college.  Today  we  are  think- 
ing especially  of  one  of  them.  He 
brought  Frances  Strohecker  to  Wes- 
leyan. 

She  began  work  as  his  secretary  in 
1942,  coming  to  us  after  13  years  as 
secretary  to  the  pastors  of  Vineville 
and  Mulberry  Street  Methodist 
churches.  Here  she  had  acquired 
knowledge  of  the  Methodist  Church 
and  its  membership  that  was  to  be  of 
value  to  each  of  the  presidents  under 
whom  she  was  to  serve,  and  of  especial 
importance  to  Dr.  Johnson  in  his  im- 
mediate task  of  clearing  the  moral  ob- 
ligation of  the  college  to  its  bondhold- 
ers. 

Frances’s  family  were  old  M acon- 
ites. Her  grandfather.  Dr.  E.  L.  Stro- 
hecker, had  been  an  early  mayor  of 
the  city.  She  had  graduated  from  La- 
nier High  School  and  the  old  Georgia 
Alabama  Business  College  before  start- 
ing her  business  career  at  Schofield 
Iron  Works  where  she  worked  ten 
years  before  moving  into  work  with 
the  church. 

This  new  secretary,  we  were  soon 
to  discover,  was  amazingly  endowed. 
Her  memory  was  remarkable;  her 
mind  keen  and  able  to  grasp  the  de- 
tails of  a problem  at  a glance;  her 
nature  kind  and  generous.  Her  judg- 
ment, based  on  sound  common  sense. 


of  State  Garden  Clubs  for  four  years. 
A devoted  church  worker,  Louise  is 
■finishing  her  term  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and 
Evangelism  as  well  as  President  of  the 
Waynesville  District  W.S.C.S.  She 
was  chosen  as  “The  Woman  of  the 
Year”  in  1970  by  the  Business  and 
Professional  Women’s  Club.

the  rare  ability  to  separate  head  and 
heart.  She  was  so  capable  that  she  ran 
her  office  with  an  e^ffortless  efficiency 
that  left  her  time  to  help  all  of  us  with 
our  problems.  Her  forthright  honesty 
inspired  our  confidence. 

So  great  was  the  confidence  of  Dr. 
Johnson  and  the  Trustees  in  her  abili- 
ty that,  when  the  business  manager 
resigned  in  1949,  they  appointed  her 
to  assume  his  duties.  She  managed  the 
business  affairs  of  the  college  with 
skill  and  economy  until  1953,  years 
that  included  the  tragic  illness  and 
death  of  Dr.  Johnson  in  1951.  In  1953 
she  returned  to  her  earlier  position  as 
secretary  to  the  president.  It  is  from 
this  position  that  she  now  retires.  She 
has  served  six  presidents  and  her  pride 
has  been  in  the  success  of  their  en- 
deavors. 

Many  awesome  responsibilities  have 
been  hers  during  the  years.  Her  abili- 
ty, courage  and  stamina  have  been 
equal  to  them  all.  Her  amazing  self 
control  has  enabled  her  to  meet  each 
emergency  with  cool  composure.  Her 
selfless  devotion  to  Wesleyan  has  been 
unsurpassed. 

On  March  16,  1972,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  following  a resolution  offer- 
ed by  President  Strickland,  paid  her 
the  signal  honor  of  establishing  a 
$10,000  library  book  endowment  in  her 
name.  This  delights  us  and  we  shall 
be  looking  for  the  Frances  Strohecker 
book  plates  in  the  library  next  year. 

Today  we  are  proud  to  remember 
that  the  Weselyan  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, in  1960,  elected  her  to  honorary 
membership.  This  is  the  tie  with  which 
we  shall  bind  you  to  us,  Frances,  so 
that,  even  in  retirement  you  will  still 
be  with  us  , working  for  Wesleyan.

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SHE  BUILDS  BRIDGES  OF  UNDERSTANDING

satellite  overseas.  Here  are  excerpts  of  her  Alumnae  Day  speech. 


Twenty-eight  years  ago  I came  to 
Wesleyan  to  earn  my  college  degree 
and  learn  about  America.  I remember 
travelling  the  length  and  breadth  of 
Georgia,  talking  about  China,  acting 
as  an  unofficial  voice  of  China.  It 
seems  a fitting  evolution,  now  that  I 
am  thoroughly  Americanized,  to  find 
myself  for  the  past  twenty  years  mak- 
ing a career  of  working  for  the  Voice 
of  America,  telling  the  story  of  Amer- 
ica to  people  in  Asia. 

I was  gratified  to  be  asked  to  come 
and  share  Alumnae  Weekend  with 
you  and  to  talk  about  the  Voice  of 
America.  Certainly  my  years  at  Wes- 
leyan began  the  process  of  prepara- 
tion which  helped  me  understand  the 
land  where  I was  bom  and  by  now 
have  spent  approximately  half  of  my 
life.  The  first  half  and  most  of  my 
earlier  school  days  were  spent  in 
China.  I am  pleased  that  my  dual 
Chinese- American  background  has  en- 
abled me  to  play  a small  part  in  build- 
ing a living  bridge  between  the  East 
and  West,  bringing  about  better  un- 
derstanding of  what  is  happening  in 
this  country  in  a context  the  Asian 
listener  can  better  unedrstand. 

What  is  the  Voice  of  America?  We 
who  work  for  it  call  it  VGA  or  some- 
times simply,  the  Voice.  We  are  the 
official  spokesman  by  radio  to  the 
people  of  the  world. 

A listener  in  Indonesia  wrote  Wash- 
ington asking  for  some  pictures  of  the 
American  astronauts  so  that  he  can 
prove  to  a respected  elder  in  his  vil- 
lage that  men  have  really  walked  on 
the  moon  as  he  learned  by  listening  to 
the  Voice  of  America.  The  King  of 
Laos  was  encountered  taking  an  even- 
ing stroll  in  the  Laotian  royal  capital. 
He  was  toting  a transistor  radio  and 
listening  to  the  Voice  of  America.  An 
African  student  studying  in  China,  a 
hundred  fifty  miles  south  from  Peking 
wrote  for  a subscription  to  Ebony  after 


Broadcast  journalism  is  a with- 
it,  exciting,  glamorous  profession. 

I am  very  fortunate  that  this  was 
what  I was  trained  to  do,  and  that 
when  the  job  is  done  properly.  East 
is  brought  a little  closer  to  the 
West.  I believe  that  all  healthy, 
educated,  intelligent,  contemporary 
young  people  owe  it  to  the  society 
they  live  in  to  be  self-reliant,  giv- 
ing and  useful. 

listening  to  an  interview  with  the  edi- 
tor on  the  Voice  of  America.  A Japan- 
ese National  Railways  employee  not 
only  learned  English  himself  but  is 
teaching  others,  all  through  listening 
to  the  Voice.  Dr.  Henry  Kissinger,  in 
Shanghai  on  his  second  trip  to  China 
in  preparation  for  the  President’s  visit 
there,  learned  of  the  all-important 
China  representation  vote  at  the 
United  Nations  from  the  newscast  of 
the  VGA. 

The  Voice  of  America  first  went  on 
the  air  thirty  years  ago  on  a dreary 
February  day.  It  was  two  and  a half 
months  after  Pearl  Harbor.  The  Voice 
was  given  the  mission  to  explain  to 
the  world  why  America  was  in  the 
war,  for  what  we  were  fighting,  and 
to  answer  enemy  propaganda.  The 
first  broadcast  was  in  German.  Among 
other  things  we  said: 

“Daily  at  this  time  we  shall  speak 
to  you  about  America  and  the  war  — 
the  news  may  be  good  or  bad  — but 
we  shall  speak  the  truth.” 

Today  we  continue  to  explain 
America  to  the  world,  our  foreign 
policy,  our  culture,  traditions,  our  rou- 
tines, our  ways.  We  talk  about 
our  technological,  medical,  scientific 
achievements.  We  also  try  to  put  into 
perspective  our  social  problems  and 
preoccupations. 

In  an  average  week,  all  around  the 
world,  more  than  fifty  million  people 
tune  their  radios  to  the  Voice  of 


America.  When  extraordinary  events 
take  place,  this  basic  audience  in- 
creases dramatically.  The  VGA  audi- 
ence for  the  Apollo  Eleven  broadcasts 
totalled  some  seven  hundred  fifty 
million,  twenty-seven  per  cent  of  the 
world’s  population  outside  of  the 
United  States. 

Today  the  Voice  broadcasts  in  thir- 
ty-five languages,  with  another  twenty 
on  special  occasions.  We  are  on  the 
air  just  under  eight  hundred  hours 
each  week.  We  spend  about  forty-five 
million  dollars  annually  with  about 
fourteen  hundred  employees  in  this 
country.  All  this  makes  us  number 
three  in  international  broadcasting, 
ranking  behind  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China. 

The  first  Russian  language  service 
was  broadcast  by  VGA  twenty-five 
years  ago.  Today  the  Russian  lan- 
guage service  is  on  the  air  eleven 
hours  a day,  supplemented  by  broad- 
casts in  Ukrainian,  Armenian,  Geor- 
gian. To  Commimist- controlled  areas 
in  Asia,  there  are  broadcasts  in  Chin- 
ese, Korean,  Russian  and  Vietnamese, 
and  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  spe- 
cial Spanish  programming  beamed  to 
Cuba. 

VGA  also  broadcasts  to  those  who 
wish  to  improve  their  English.  An  es- 
timated seven  hundred  million  p>eople 
in  the  world  have  some  knowledge  of 
English  and  millions  more  study  it  in 
their  schools.  In  addition  to  regular 
English  language  broadcasts,  news  and 
features  are  presented  in  a simplified 
English  which  we  call  “Special  Eng- 
lish”. This  uses  a vocabulary  of  only 
twelve  hundred  words,  delivered  by 
an  announcer  speaking  at  two-thirds 
the  normal  speed. 

My  job  is  to  develop  and  supply  ra- 
dio material  to  stations  in  the  Asia- 
Pacific  region  — and  reach  listeners 
who  normally  do  not  listen  to  short- 
wave.
